IT IS UNIQUE IN ITS APPEAL, AND IS THE ONLY RELIGION 
WHICH CaN TRANSFORM THE HUMAN HEART 
OSEPH PARKER, that fearless and unconventional preacher oF a 
generation ae;o, once said: "Sou may say what you |ile;tsc about com- 
parative religions, but Christianity is not one of them. 
All other religions may be compared with each other, and it will he 
found that they have things in common. Christianity is literally incom- 
parable. If one attempts to compare it with oilier religions he finds the 
comparison is only contrast; it stands alone and isolated*^ there is an 
unbridgeable gulf between it and all other approaches to God since the 
world began. 

This is what the Bible claims for Christianity; and this is what the 
historic Christian Church lias stood for during its nineteen centuries. 

LAW AND GRACE 

It is easy to understand why Christianity is unique when certain basic 
facts are recognized. These facts are included in an expression often heard 
in theological circles because the words entering into 
it are found continuously throughout the llibk". "Law 
and Grace." "Law" describes every. other religion than 
Christianity. "Grace" describes the uniinieness and 
heart of Christianity. 

All other religions consist of systems that set forth, 
more or less elaborately, what man must do in order 
to attain final, eternal blessedness, That is law: a 
recognition of God's requirements, and an honest, earn- 
est cttort to meet those requirements — that is, to keep 
the moral and spiritual law. It is nothing less than 
heart-breaking to consider tiie loiijf-drnwn-out, agoniz- 
ing efforts of men, through the centuries, to win favor 
in God's sight by the things they do. In India, in Africa. 
in the Far East, in the islands of the sea, and here 
at home as in all civilized lands, men, women and 
children are striving to keep real or imaginary laus in 
order to be religious, and thus to secure, somehow and 
some time, the Salvation of their souls. And all the 
while the faces and lives of such persons show forth 
the hopelessness of the attempt, 

"Grace" is exactly the opposite of "Law," in that it 
is God's loving and all-sufficient provision, in our behalf, 
of that which wc never can do for ourselves. Law 
demands; grace gives. The Christian Gospel is the 
Gospel of grace; and there is no other Gospel. Law 
says to consciously sinful human beings: "If you will 
do all that God's righteousness demands, you will be 
saved." Grace says to those same sinful human beings: 
''If you will let God do everything for you which His 
righteousness demands, you will be saved." 

ADVICE OR NEWS? 
"The Gospel is not good advice, but good news," said 
one notable Bible student. Every religion in the world 
except Christianity is either a real or a spurious form 
of good advice — and, unfortunately, when it is good 
advice it cannot be successfully followed. Christianity 
alone is the Good News (that is the meaning of the 
word Gospel) of Salvation. For it is based, not upon 
what men can do for God but what God has done for 
men. 

Why is the Gospel of Christ good news? Paul 
answers this question, in part, when in Romans 3 he 
says. "By the law is the knowledge oi sin." The law 
enables us to know what sin is, but it docs not take 
away the sin it reveals. Only Christ does that through 
the Gospel. Men were not saved by keeping the law in 
the days of -Moses, for none of them kept it. They 
were saved through faith in Christ as expressed in 
their sacrificial system which pointed to and ivpified 
Him. 

The Old and New Testaments are the great inspired 
books of law and grace, although there is necessarilv 
much grace in the Old Testament, and much law in 
the isjpw. The Bible teaching is this, that "the law was 
given by Moses, but grace and truth came by Jesus 
Uirist. both the Jewish people and the whoie worid 
needed the law in order to see how hopeless we are to 
keep the law, and that, being deeply conscious of our 
sinfulness and sins, we might turn to God for Salvation. 
So we are told that "the law was our schoolmaster to 
bring us unto Christ, that we might be justified by 
faith." 

Wherever men and women and children lo-clay are 
burdened by sin, and longing to have lorgivencss and 
cleansing and Salvation, the God of grace is at hand, 

pleading with them to believe on the Lonl Jesus Christ and he saved. 

This is the unique message of Christianity, that "neither is there Salvation 

ill any other; for there is none other Name tinder Heaven given among 

men, whereby we must be saved."

WHAT is the theme of the Sermon on the 
Mount?

The entrance into the Christian life may aptly 
he described as a narrow gate. It is small and 
might easily be overlooked by 
many; very often it escapes no- 
tice altogether. 

The rich young ruler was very 
desirous or finding the right en- 
trance to eternal life. He came 
running, knelt down before the 
Saviour, and said. "Good Master, 
what shall 1 do that I may inherit 
eternal lite?"

know In part." We see darkly I The Apostle had 
something vastly different in his mind as he 
wrote those lines to the Corinthians, yet, there 
seems to be a fitness to the words where applied 
to ibose conditions which arise to obscure the 
light of God from the life of a Christian. As we 
voyage throngh life, certain conditions cause 
spiritual uneasiness. We may not always know 
the cause, and ofttimes a great deal or faith is 
required to maintain a firm belief in God. 

Among the causes of spiritual fog in these days, 
Is the uncertainty caused by some notahle men 
who flaunt all manner of theories which are in 
direct opposition to the Word of God. The Bible 
Is hold up to ridicule, and reason fights to sup- 
plant faith in the written Word. Sometimes there 
is n cessation of following n'fter God because doubt 
hag obscured the light. But If there is a desire 
for guidance, the Great Pilot Is ever near to take 
the helm of our lives. 

Frequently the cause of spiritual gloom arises 
from quite a different source. A limited knowledge 
of spiritual things will often obscure tho face of 
God. An undue carefulness for material things 
and a carelessness for the spiritual, creates grave 
danger when called upon to pass through trial. 
Love of pleasure rather than the love of service 
will cast a gloom over the spiritual lire and rob 
us of the joy of His favor. Heart impurities cause 
a dense cloud to rise and shut out the light of 
Heaven. How frequently one meets with spiritual 
shipwrecks, foundered because of lack of prepar- 
ation for overcoming ohstncles. Perhaps there has 
been a lack of Bible study, or an overzealouu 
ambition to obtain possessions of this world. It 
may be a lamentable lack of prayer, or a yielding 
to the dazzling show of pleasure. Or, probably 
what is worst of all, It may be the retaining of 
secret sins instead of self-abandonment to the will 
of God. Faith and love have been crowded out 
and forgotten. When the vlsiblo brightness of 
God's presence is obscured men drift from ttio 
course. Without God man Uvea In the fog. 

There Is no need to lose hope, however dense 
may be the darkness. Faith is a sure compass 
by which God points the way to Himself. The 
light of the Cross still shines to pierce the dark- 
ness of doubt nnd sin. Tho Holy Spirit Is ever 
ready to pilot our frail barque into harbor.

"AN APOSTLE OF POPULATION" 

SPEAKS OF THE PURPOSE AND EXTENT OF HIS WORLD TOUR 



AS International Social Secretary 
and Director of Emigration, 
Commissioner Lamb, is one of 
the most prominent and widely-known 
Officers in our ranks. In 1017 he was 
appointed, by the Colonial Secretary, a 
Member of the Empire Settlement 
Committee for ex-service men; he is a 
Fellow of the lioj-al Canadian Insti- 
tute and member of the EocMord 
Hoard oT Guardians. However, titles, 
no matter how lii(i-h-s;mndin(r, and 
syllables, no matter ho.v sonorous, 
can add nothing to tho liiyli distinc- 
tion in which Commissioner David 
C Lamb i.-, regarded by thousands oT 
Salvationists, friends and acquaint- 
ances in our Dominion. 

It N ti'.emy-twn j-oai-s .-hire lie first 
: el [Y.ol on C.-'nadian terra Tinna; wc 
--ball n,.i nop here to cmint the num- 
ber of times he has vi.-.itjii us since 
then. Certain it is that scarcely a

The Coinmissiiiii;r luis a'ready visit- 
ed Premier l'erjj-u-nn. of Ontario, re- 
iranlinft the ]iossiiiilities of absorbing 
iir.minran!s in his Province, and he 
also pkms to intciview Premiers of 
the other Provinces and Dominions, as 
well as Ministers responsible for Mi- 
gration .and Settlement. 

Paid the Commissioner: "Ths unem- 
ployment problem in the British Isles 
prows increasingly difficult, Wc have 
-arricd one million and a quarter job- 
less people for over fivp years, and 
no nation can Ion.? continue to carry 
such a burden and prosper. Ilelicf 
can only come through enormous in- 
crease in production, due to increased 
demand, and thus creatine; new fields 
of employment — or by the emigration 
of large numbers of people to the 
sparsely settled Dominions. 

"The British Government takes live- 
ly interest in migration and overseas 
settlement schemes, and has appro- 
priated $15,000,000 yearly for fif- 
teen .years to aid such work; this on 
tho midcrstandinp; that the Dominion 
receiviiiK the immigrant,': render equal 
assistance. 

"You see the migration problem is 
not a one-sided affair. You cannot 
have emigration without immigration. 
It affects both the country from 
which they come and the country to 
which they go. What is needed is a 
wholesome co-operation." 

It was evident that the Commission- 
er vefrarde.fi Ontario Province as a 
particularly fitting area for the ab- 
sorption of immigrants- "Here in 
Ontario," said he, "you have practic- 
ally all the industries necessary for 
tho existence of a people. There are 
niuliufactui'ine;, agl'icultnrn and min- 



ing. It seems to me that Ontario 
could well receive tens of thousands of 
men and women of good British stock 
and place them on the farm lands. 
Why cannot a large city like Toronto 
take a number of districts capable of 
development, and set about to cninniii; 
and cultivate them'.' The British 
Government will jruarantea ona half 
the cost, and tho rrain to tho Pro vines 
undertaking the sthenic would be in- 
calculable."

of the population to swarm about the 
larger centres is a lamentable one? 
What measures would be taken to 
guard against an intensifying of this 
evil ?" 

"Ah, but we would not take the im- 
migrants to the larger cities. We 
should arrange to place them in small 
towns and rural districts. For in- 
stance, we have purposely established 
our lodges for boy immigrants in such 
places as Smith's Falls and Wood- 
stock. The boy does not see Montreal 
or Toronto, as he goes direct to 
one of our various distributing 
centres, Not having seen the glitter 
and felt the throb of the big 
city there is not the tendency for him 
to wander thither. 

"It should be understood that for 
every mnn settling on a farm there 



must be his complement of two or 
three in the city; for someone must 
make his boots, harness, farm imple- 
ments, clothing, furniture, etc. Cities 
are bound to grow and the number of 
agriculturists decrease because man 
to-day can get more out of the soil in 
a short or period than ho could a few 
years ago. intensive cultivation and 
modern farm machinery have revolu- 
tioni/.sd agriculture. 

"During the past two years The 
Salvation Army has brought five hun- 
dred boys to Canada. They averaged 
about sixteen years of age. We have 
carefully investigated the cases and 
arc hupp; to report that the results 
arc really beyond our expectations. 
The boys are sticking to the farms. 
They feel it is decidedly better to live 
:n the count ry and bo assured of food, 
cbdliiiig and a dollar or two, than to 
be one of the million out-of-works in 
the Old Country and exist on doles. 
Nn doulii. a contributing factor in our 
success in handling boy immigration 
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also eiuphnsh'.ed by Ihe Commissioner. 
Jn one instance, when a batch, of 
seventy-five bids was sent to Wood- 
stock, there were no Less than three 
hundred selected applications for boys 
waiting lo be filled. 

With lb." population of tint 'British 
Isles increasing al the rate of one 
thousand per ih:y. and a correspond- 
ingly large number of boys leaving 
school each year, he declared the posi- 
tion in the Obi Liiud to be well nigh 
intolerable What can be done to re- 
lieve the situation? With the limit- 
ed e.uota now permitted by the United 
l-'lates, increased migration there i ' 
impossible. The Italians have tunic,"; 
their attention from .America to Aus- 
tralia, several shiploads of immigrants 
having already been sent to the land 
"down under," which, by the way, is 
now ninety-iMghi. per cent British. 
What better could Canada do than to 
stimulate the flow of immigrants 
from the Old Land, and so build up 
within her borders a sturdy race of 
loyal lovers of iho Empire? At the 
same time such action would materi- 
ally assist the Mother Country in 
solving one of her most perplexing 
problems. 

We also learned that one plan to 
which the Commissioner will invite 
the consideration of ths several Pro- 
vincial Governments is this. It is pro- 
posal that The Salvation Army under- 
take the selection of married couples 
who hove families, and train the man 
of tba house to milk a cow and handle 
a plough. The training would cover 
a period of three months in England 
and if the aspiring migrant did not 
master the situation in that time ha 
would return to his home. We would 
also undertake to sje that the men 
were morally, physically and mentally 
fit, and that they gave evidence of 
some aptitude for farm life. Can the 
country absorb a number of such 
families? Such is one proposition 
which will be made to several Provin- 
cial Governments in Canada in a very 

short time-

However, the public had its innings on 
Sundav, September 27th, when the Commissioner and his wife were present 
. * to address slithering's at three Toronto Corps, namely, Danforth 

Earlscourt and Lisgar. Assisting throughout the day were Com- 
missioner and Mrs. Sowton, Colonel Adby, Lieut.-Colonel Tudgs, 
and other Officers. 

The day will long remain fresh in our memories for many 
reasons. For one thing it was a day of jxceptional crowds. Not 
onlv was the seating capacity of all three Citadels fully taxed, but 
the' platforms, aisles, adjoining hallways, and every conceivaole 
nook that could shelter a hi:man being, were claimed by people 
who were anxious to bear the visitors. It being Mrs. Lamb's 
first visit to Canada, Torontonians naturally wished to make 
the acquaintance of one who had so bravely remained at home 
during the Commissioner's frequent journeyings across th; seas. 
Then, too, the Commissioner himself has not been heard address- 
ing a public meeting in the Queen City for many a year. So 
it was with keen anticipation and whetted appetite that the 
people thronged to the meetings. 

It was also a day of revelation. The congregations received 
a revelation as to the personalities of Commissioner and Mrs. 
Lamb themselves. In his salutatory remarks at Danforth th° 
Commissioner said, "Mrs. Lamb and I are a mass of contradic- 
tions. This is probably one reason why we have jogged along 
so happily during these past well nigh forty years." And wo 
believed the Commissioner. Though at a distance, the audiences 
could quickly discern the dissimilarity of their two natures. He 
addressed the people in an intimate, conversational style; she 
poured out upon them the passion of her soul. He appealed to 
the mind; she stirred the heart. He appealed for religion on the 
street, at work, in the severely practical issues of life; she ap- 
pealed for the pure-hearted worship, larger vision, a surrender 
to the Spirit's promptings. Yet, withal, these apparent contra- 
dictions worked together for great good, and between the two 
they succeeded in channelling blessing to people of all dis- 
positions and temperaments- 

In the morning meeting particularly, there was revealed to 
us a picture of God as a Spirit. Sirs. Lamb's words were aflara; 
with holy fervor as she pleaded with her auditors to recognize 
the invisible, but none the less real, Spirit of God. She spoke, 
as the late Dr. Wilbur Chapman declared preachers of rooiI 
news should speak, "with inspiration and perspiration." When 
Mrs. Lamb sat down folks knew that the Sacred Presence \va> 
there, for the unmistakable marks of His Being were evident in 
the taut countenances of the conscience-smitten, in the eye; 
that were brimmed with tears, and in the radiance of peace 
which shone from the faces of those living "close up." The 
Holiness Meeting was generally voted as an hour of inex- 
pressible sweetness- 

We also received a revelation as to the character of the 
work of a Justice of Peace in the Old Country. Mrs. Lamb, who, 
with Mrs. Booth, was appointed a J.P. in 1920, delighted the 
Earlscourt crowd by an interesting review of her experiences in 
the police court. "I have seen the hand of God manifest in a police court many 
time?." declared Mrs, Lamb as she related a stirring incident in which the 
hands of ail men seemed against her, hut when the intervention of Providence 
proved her salvation. 

It was, too, a day of rapt attention. It is seldom that speakers in Army 
Halls are accorded a more attentive listening. There was a happy scarcity oi 
that restlessness and distraction which so frequently mar services where many 
voting people have congregated with the old. We might say there was a 
iivetted interest both in the visitors themselves, and in the words which they 
spoke. Most of us have attended some meetings, Salvation and otherwise, 
in which there was standing room only at the zero hour, but 
usually the standers have tired after lingering awhile, and then made 
their "exit. But not so on Sunday. Every available square of stand- 
ing room was occupied by clusters of intent people. There they stood, care- 
less of tired limbs, and patient even though a tall person obscured their new; 
they literally craned their necks in order to glimpse the speakers and catch a 
crumb of their utterances. And, mark you, this was true at all three Corps. 

Doubtless such fine interest on the part of the audiences was no small 
contributing factor in making it a day of results.

THOUGHTS FOR BANDMASTERS ON INTERPRETATION 
By Staff-Bandsman G. Dickens (Southern Australia) 



€LACE BAY'S CAMPAIGN- 
ING QUARTETTE 

THE Glace Hay- ritadel was pack- 
ed to capacity mi a recent occa- 
sion to hear the local Male 
Quailctto render one of the finest 
musical programs that has ever been 
given in this town, says a local paper. 
Those fortunate enough to be present 
enjoyed a rare musical treat, the 
different numbers which consisted of 
vocal and cornet solos and vocal 
and instrumental quartettes were re- 
ceived with hearty applause. The 
Quartette is well known throughout 
the Province having just recently 
completed a "musical" tour at Nova 
Scotia, and is composed of the follow- 
ing: Marsland Rankin and Sid 
Ferneyhough, tenors ; Froil Forney. 
hough and Don McP.tierson, basses. 



INTERPRETATION Of music is an 
art that needs to be studied, 
whether the music be written for 
vocal or instrumental purposes. In 
the matter of Hand work. I cannot 
help feeling sometimes that some of 
our Bandmasters lack a due appre- 
ciation of the possibilities of the 
pieces they set out to interpret. 

For my own part. I think there is 
a great parallel between the sister 
arts of music and painting. The 
mere wc delve into musical studies. 
the more, 1 am sure, we realise this 
fact and draw fresh interpretation 
from it. On mere than one occasion 
while rehearsing with a Band 1 have 
found various phases of the music 
suggesting certain scenes to my 
mind. Onco this association has been 
roi-med it usually monies up again 
when that particular passage is play- 
ed. I have found that passing the 
idea on to the Bandsmen has liolpetl 



transferred this unwanted matter to 
the canvas, with resultant smudges 
and blotches. No matter how good 
the subject, or how perfect the out- 
line, the picture would bo distasteful. 
That is how a musician le-cls when he 
hears a Kami that is careless in its 
(ongueing and its lime values and 
liming. No matter how good the 
subject, or how good Iho tone, the 
Hand is distasteful because ft" Its 
lack of cleanliness. 

Then we must lalip the. matter of 
accompaniments. Suppose an artist 
set. out to paint a picture of two or 
three nice palm trees. If the trees 
had no setting— no background— they 
would not be very attractive. We 
might call it a monotonous picture. 
If lie fame along again and with a 
tew deft strokes of the brush, put in 
the correct setting, with a nice effect 
of distance, etc, we would imme- 
diately say, "What beautiful palm

IN HIS 71at year, Sousa. who has 
been revisiting Canada recently 
still holds sway over multiluies 
of people. 

Someone asked the writer what he 
considers to bo the secret of the com- 
poser's popularity— a popularity not 
. only with the people of North Amer- 
leu. but of every country to which the 
gramophone has carried his music. 
My answer was that Sousa gets in 
touch with that in human nature 
which responds to martial pomp and 
circumstance as inevitably as our 
merely physical side craves food or 
sleep. 

For Sousa's fame, notwithstanding 
his suites, operettas, etc., is practic- 
ally wholly due to his stirring 
marches. Without these, his other 
works would probably have remained 
unknown. lie is first ami foremost 
an exponent of mareh writing and 
Playing. 

As Army musicians, quite a good 
pari of our work is done on the 
march, and this march playing forms 
a very big part of tun 1 musical ser- 
vice; it is well, therefore, for 'is to 
seek to li'iini the secrets n| ciu-divc 
march playing from such a irutsici' of 
l lie art as John Philip Soiisn. 

There are two striking .hanirter- 
islics of his inarch prei-eiiianoiis. The 
lirst is the iinc rhythmic swing of his 
tempo. One can feel the compelling; 
impulse in every bar. Whether wc 
will or not. the blood tingles and i!it 
feet beat time to the rhythmic siraius.

SOMETHING NEW FOR THE 
PIANO 

THE piano is so good that it is 
rave for anyone to think of bet- 
tering it, so that it surprises us 
to bear that an American has made 
an instrument which is like a piano 
but has the tone of an organ. 

The inventor is Mr. John Hayes 
Hammond, who got his Idea during 
the alx years be was building a big 
pipe organ in his home. The organ 

on the operation of a fourth pedal 
and un revolving slats which open or 
close inside an ordinary grand piano. 
Mr. Hammond says il» purpose is to 
give, (lie player control over I he notes 
after the keys have beeu struck. 

It is too early to say whether the 
invention will be a. success, but 
musicians who have heard it think it 
is excellent.

them also to grasp the idea of the 
music, with a consequent improve- 
ment in their interpretation. 

Let us examine the parallel a lit- 
tle closer. I do not profess to know 
much about painting, but I should 
say that some of the essentials in 
that art are inspiration, outline, at- 
mosphere, coloring, light and shade, 
and general detail work. These are 
certainly prominent necessities in 
music and its interpretation. Just 
as the pictorial artist needs these 
finalities in his work to make his 
paintir-gs good, so we need them In 
our musical pictures. There are good 
paintings and inferior ones. There 
are good renditions of music and 
there are very poor ones. 

If we saw an artist ullnmpliiig to 
paint a scene and noticed that he was 
careless in his choice ami mixing of 

work to malic little or no appeal to 
us. So in music, particularly in brass 
band work. A Band that has its 
various instrumental groupings out 
of proportion is in a similar case. A 
preponderance of any group of in- 
struments has the effect musically 
that a preponderance of one color has 
in a painting. It prevents harmonious 
blending, 

Again, bow distressing wo would 
find it if wo noticed that the artist, 
after drawing a good outline, was 
caroleus regarding his eleanllUGHE, 
and allowod h!s finger-tips to become 
soiled willi oil and pigment, and 



trees! Don't they stand out nicely?" 
Suppose then another artist, came 
along and put into the picture some 
great, well-foliaged trees, ami painted 
overhead low-lying, angry clouds. Wo 
would say, "What great trees those 
are!" or. "Look at those threatening 
clouds," and in all probability we 
would never notice tho three palm 
trees that bud originally been the 
principal subject. 

Isn't that exactly like music? The 
composer first sketches nut the solo. 
It may be very nice, mid probably it 
runs through his mind causing keen 
delight. JJut he knows it would be 
monotonous if it stood without any 
accompaniment, so he scores in n 
background that makes the original 
solo even more beautiful by giving 
it its right HCtUng- It depends then 
upon the Baud playing the music to 
produce this effect. Sometimes:, how- 
ever, when the musical picture ap- 
pears in public, the player;: have ad- 
ded the big trees and the low-lying 
clouds till the solo is miite obscured. 
All students of our Band musk - 
could readily mention passages which 
become distorted unless they am very 
delicately treated. The second strain 
in "New Zealand" march, and the 
tenor solo in "Rockingham"' medita- 
tion come to my mind as I wrlto. 
They are just typical examples. The 
principal subject must always stand 
out. If ( t does not, the composer's 
idea is missed, and (he interpret n- 
tiou is bad. (To he continued)

The second striking thing about 
the march playing of Sousa is that he 
handles a march with as c>:a<-ti"c 
care and attention as he would I'l'c 
to any of (he big orchestral "■"'■n-Iis 
lie docs not treat, it as just a liU-un 
item on the program, or so:..- ■■tldt:; 
jusl "to get the men's lips in." 

Watch what an unfolding of light 
and shade, of effects here, and arrest- 
ing impressions there; and what care 
over every detail! It is this that 
places Sousa above his fellows as a 
march playing exponent. 

Well. let us learn from Sousa as we 
should learn from anybody who can 
teach us anything which will miikn 
our Armv service more effective —

"Then I started to plan and carry 
out crimes myself, I was ulill in my

"Uut I tried this crib-cine-kinc;

1 
was stopped by a policeman who 
must have noticed my bulky, appear- 
ance, and for live jvara my career 
of crime was interrupted, for I found 
myself, at. eighteen, yc-ani i:f use, in 
New York Stale Reformatory.

Belonged to a Bad World 
Yet sometimes the young criminal 
had passim; desires to do right, to 
lise from his wnl:owiii.;:s in Hie mire 
ill iii!.'!i:ity, "i wai.iid lo do riithi." 
1;" rete.arkeil. "hi;; five y. ati; ::i |iri«iu 
oslrai-e.-ed me iron; ill.- oulsi.'e ivorld. 
1 stvitiCd to bc'.n:;; in a i.ad w\irld, 
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clinches aiiitiu." 

So the young criminal went deeper 
and deeper into crime, thievinp;. 
Kambliiid and driukinn. Isiali. in- 
deed got riuh a Imlil of Kpuhnc i hat 
he would as sn-ni iliiui; of tuuiif; with- 
out his breakfisl a:, to no without 
his swill of liii'.inr. 

"During lhe nine years prccediue; 
my conversion, " lie recalled. "I got 
drunk practically every day. I never 
llioiiRht of fioii'W lo worii Million! lie- 
iiiB well lilleil up; it w:v.. as ewiential 
as lnv-akfast to me. My wife was as 
had. and on pay days we'd rro home 
with 1'inptv pockets to find an empty 
larder." 

Krclmc hail found his wife in a 
locality of New Ynk which worlhily 
lived up lo ils familiar appellation 
of Weil's Kitchen. Willi drink, fiani- 
Mins. and vices of every rtescripliein 
as lhe chief inured lent s ol daily oxl.-s- 
fence, no one needs telliny; that the 
Krohnes did not exaclly live lives of 
wedded hiiss. To sliltc I heir lively 
thirst and lo buy Ibeir fill o£ sin 
necessitated iimuey which tiiey would 
Oil ore.hiion conlrive Ii borrow, and 
when (heir credit was heavily raorL- 
Rased the Krohnes would suddenly 
disappear from lhe particular locality. 
1o reappeai- In another section which 
knew them not so familiarly. 

A Tremendous Fact 
But nil this came lo an rnd! An 
easily written sentence this, but just 
pel your fnmEiiiiUion to work and 
think of the tremendous fact! A 
shackled prisoner securely bonnd in 
the prison house of sin (rains his 
liberty. A dwollor in a dark, flllhy 
dungeon of vice becomes tho habitant 
of a sun-bulbed palace! 

How came it iilmiil? This is the 
pari of his story which Henry 
Krohim tnltos joy In IpHIiik. Tho sor- 
did (IetailH of his criminal Ufa ho 
l-olales only to show tho Rl'eat chiinEo 
(but lias taken plarp. in his lire so that 
others aa blaclc as was ho may real- 



ize the possibility oE cleansing. 

"1 was living hi a rough sort of 
shanty," he said, "in front of which 
were some unoccupied stores. One 
day I noticed some clearing: up tak- 
ing place there, and enquiring who 
was moving in, was told it was Tho 
Army. My children lost no time in 
going to the meelings and at length 
persuaded me to go. Hut what 1 
heard 1 could not think was for me; 
1 regarded myself as belonging to a 
world estranged 'from other human 
beings. 11 seemed impossible thai any 
being could love a vile man like me. 
And then lhe drink! 1 knew, even 
in my spiritual darkness, that that 
would havo to go IE 1 got saved, as 
they called il. and the booze and 1 
were boon companions." 

How the Change Occurred 
Parting from the drink seemed as 
impossible ti Henry Knihne as trying 
In live wiUiont air. But the impos- 
sibility became an actuality — the 
miracle was wroughi. lie realized he 
was esiling husks with the sivino in 
a Ear country when his Father's tabic 
was loaded wila good things, and he 
did whal any sane man realizing his 
true stale would do; he went home, 
"it was in a meeting ted one night 
by .'.irs. .Major Blnndy," he related, 
"ibai conviction of sin seized me. The 
date was rhe 11th of November. 1S117; 
ncicr shall i forget it. l walked 
out lo lhe mercy-sea! while the meet- 
ing iv;«; Mill eoing on, ;md before 1 
rose to my feet 1 hud the assurance 
in my heart that 1 had been forgiven." 
.Marvellous grace; infinite love! 
Henry Krohno, arch rebel, forgiven! 

.^t first tho new convert hardly 
dare consider Lhe idea of becoming a 
Salvationist: his name had been drag- 
ged :.o tow in lhe neighborhood that 
be e-ji-Jd not hear ihe thought of 
"disgracing The Army by being 
known tn belong to them." "Said 
an eld companion to me," Krohne re- 
calls, "■They're good people, Henry; 
don 'I yon go doing any mischief with 
ihein.' Knowing me lo bo such a 
thoroughly sin-snaked blackguard, he 
could n't ill ink inn what I whs up lo 
'.lonie game or Ihe oilier in professing 
to lie converted. I said lo him, 'I'm 
up to tin old prank, here, boy; believe 
uie. I know they're good people, and 
1 mean to da right and go straight.' '* 

"i Let Go All" 

Following his finding forgiveness 
of mil Urol her Krohno recalls how 
lhe Spirit nt (bid strove with hi in to 
give up all and become fully cousc- 
craled lo His will: He hesitated; but 
his hesitation was canted more by 
his reniiziilitm of his unwarthilioss 
than by any unwillingness of heart. 
But u second time lie fell the striv- 
ings ol" the spirit and at length he 
prayed, "Lord, if You will help me, 
I will." "I iiit go all," he related, 
"and then shouted for joy." 

Tt was only by prayer that the 
newly-horn man managed lo pa-ss the 
drink-palaces during lhe ensuing 
weeks. "1 prayed desperately for 
siraiiglh of purpose as 1 approached 
(hose saloons which I hud never 
passed without entering tor nine 
years." 

Urol her Krohne recalls one strik- 
ing incident connected with these 
early convert days. His children worn 
upstairs playing at holding an Army 
Pioeiintr. lie happened to go up, and 
they called on him to close the meet- 
ing with prayer. He gathered tho chil- 
dren around him and seining the un- 
expected opportunity. opened his 
heart in simple supplication. When 
they rose lo (heir feet one of the 
older ones said: "Pop, do you know 
what we used to do when you and 
Mom went off drinking and wo didn't 
know when .you would return? Well, 
dii Ihe very spot where you knelt to 
prny, we used lo kneel to pray that 
you would become a Christian father 
mid that our mother would be-

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Settling The Scattered Armenians 
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MAPPING OF 100 MILLION 
STARS 

THE great work of re-mapping ths 
heavens begun nearly forty years 
ago, and involving the definite lo- 
cation of 100,000,000 stars, is in danger 
of breaking down. Eighteen of the 
world's largest observatories agreed 
to share the vast undertaking, but 
only two famous English observa- 
tories — Oxford and Greenwich — have 
completed the tasks allotted them. In 
the majority of cases progress has 
been slower than expected, and in 
others no attempt was made to fulfil 
the obligations entered into in 1885. 
The Director of the Paris Observatory 
still hopes the four French observa- 
tories taking part will finish their 
work by 1935, but. this is not at all 
certain. 

Copies of the Greenwich and Oxford 
photographic charts and catalogues, 
prepared at great cost, have been dis- 
tributed throughout the world. More 
than 100,000,000 stars have been 
located, it was explained at the Royal 
Astronomical Society recently, and this 
number is bc ; ng constantly added to. 
Officials of the society admitted it 
was a mistake ever to have begun 
Buch a tremendous undertaking, for 
long before other observatories have 
completed their section of the heaven* 
the Oxford and Greenwich chart.- will 
be out of date. 



FOREST FACTS 

The Forest-Bank Depositors 
At the present rate of forest fires 
in Canada, 22.000 Canadian citizens 
annually are being robbed of their 
share of public-owned forest re- 
sources. 

60,000 Men to Move Timber Goods 
60,000 railway employees are re- 
quired to move Canada's forest crop 
to market and 900,000 cars are em- 
ployed for the same purpose. 

Flame Throwers Abroad 
Xine out of ten forest fires this 
season have been caused by smokers, 
campers, land clearing operations of 
settlers and other human causes that 
indicate reckless conduct. 

Pennsylvania's Tree Planting 
The State forests nf Pennsylvania 
cover a total area of 1,131 .Gil acres, 
including 23,1500 acres on which trees 
have been planted. The present value 
of these forests is live times what the 
State paid for "them. 

Could Enrich Eastern Canada 
In Eastern Canada, 150 million 
acres of soil are bolter adapted In 
tree crops than to farm crops. No 
other forest region in the world is su 
accessible by water or rail. It is the 
opinion of foresters that, this region, 
properly stocked, could supply the 
markets of the world. 

How Railways Prevent Fires 
The engines of all Canadian roads. 
drawing trains through 'forested re- 
gions, (ire regularly inspected Tor 
lealcy smoke stacks or ash pans that 
scatter fire into the woods. The rail- 
way fires throughout. Canada arc; now 
a relatively small factor in forest de- 
struction, owing to uncoasiiig vigil- 
ance.

Fore- 
men of the gang, with huge whips, 
stood on the dock and ship, and when 
a man was seen to lag behind the 
others he was cruelly beaten. The 
sailors came to listen for the crack of 
the whip, and many times gritted 
their teeth and .«jiok'p of what they 
would have liked to do to the foremen. 

But nothing came of their threats, 
and it seemed as if they would leave 
the harbor without i-tirring up any 
trouble.
